purchased exemption, upon paying his 
§300. This money was used by ths 
town to hire a substitute to serve in 
place of the man" wlio purchased Tiis 
right to stay at home. The question. 
is: "Did the man receive the 
full 


equivalent for his money?" It seems 
that he did, as a: that time the regu- 
lar price for a substitute was some- 
thing like S500. The town was com- 
pelled to add $200 to the $300 it had 
received from the -exempted man. to 
purchase his substitute. 


"Somebody must be laboring under 


the impression that these drafted men 
should be reimbursed for this $300. 
It does not look that way to aa out- - 
slder."
